The new law allows persons 65 
and over tu apply for an exemp- 
!tion on the first $2.500 of their 
, homestead tay bill. if their total 
‘income is $6,000 or less — up 
‘from the former 35,000 income 
‘limitation. 

‘The new law completely elimi- 
nates a cciling in state equalized 
property valuation. The ceiling 
had previously been $10,600, and 
as more counties in Michigan 
were bringing the assessed val- 
ues to the 50% required by the 
state equalized valuation law, 
thousands of seniors found that 
they were no longer eligible for 
the Homestead Tax Exemption. 

All people seeking an exemp- 
tion. must file for an exemption 
each year. despite the fact they 
had an exemption in previous 
years. Filing must be done at the 
office of the local assessor. 

Senior citizens who have failed 
to qualify for tax exemption due 
to income and property limita- 
tions and can now meet the 
above requirements should con-

It’s 
unbelievable, the amount of mail we receive each’ 
‘week, most of it requesting space on our news co}- 
umns. 


Editorially we give preference-to area news and 
fee? we do our best to cover every happening that is 
reported, making no attempt to “manipulate” the 
news, 


Basically this means we don't make things hap- 
pen. It’s not our fault that there are wrecks, robber- 
jes or other happenings which may be unpleasant, 
Once these occur, however, it is our job to report 
thé particulars as best we can obtain them. We cer- 
tainiy do not pride ourseives on sensationaltym— 
we'd much rather report the quiet “good” things 
that happen, rather than lambast readers with the 
worst news. A newspaper must report both good and 
bad. We try to maintain a perspective on this. 


Freedom of the press doesn’t just mean us—It 
should have a meaning for everyone in the area we 
aerve. Any citizen has the right to freedom of the 


“press, and may. avail himself of the public forum of- 


fered by the newspaper. This however, does not 
mean the privilege should be wantonly abused. 
Freedom and responsibility go hand in hand. Teach- 
ers, particularly, know that this is something to be 
respected. : 

The public forum, your newspaper, should not be 
used for airing personal grievances or for promot- 
ing one's persone! gain. This hardly is what is in- 
tended by freedom of the press. Anything concem- 
éd with the public benefit or of public interest, how- 
ever, should be given the opportunity tq be express- 
ed, by the news media. 


When news is presented fairly and impartially by 
the press, the news media is doing its job. When con- 
ditions exist that should be aired publicly, it is the 
responsibility of the press to give the facts of the 
matter. 


Many times we are asked to publish things which 
have a very limited appeal. We must make a choice 
on what can be used as our space permits, giving 
, the most important and items of the greatest public 
‘ interest first priority. 

-- We cannot suppress news for personality reasons 
if the items are legitimately newsworthy. In contro- 
yersial matters it is our responsibility to publish 
both sides of an issue, and we have gone to great 
lengths to io this on many occasions. 

Freedom of the press is a precious right we all 
possess. If we do not accept the responsibility also 
involved in this freedom, we’re sure none of us will 
have it very long. | .

Strange Things Are Happening 


Strange things usually happen during an 
election year. This is practically by definition 

And 1970 in Michigan will undoubtedly live up 
to the billing. In fact, things are sure to get 
stranger and stranger as election day in November 
nears. 

For example, Michigan may well have an 
election campaign for governor where the two 
principal candidates could get up on the same 
platform, give their campaign pitches, and leave 
the audience in bewilderment as to whether they 
really were running for the same office. 


Gov. William G. Milliken, who will be the 
Republican nominee, can be expected to 
concentrate his campaign—once it gets going—on 
everything good that. has happened in Michigan 
during the Romney-Milliken years in the front 
office, along with plans to make Michigan a better 
place to live. 


Milliken can be expected to talk about school 
aid, and property taxes, and management of 
Michigan’s natural resources, and things the state 
should do to help improve the life of residents of 
the inner city in Detroit. 

So far, so good. A candidate for governor is 
supposed to talk about things like this. 


But it is conceivable that calliken’s opponent 
may be the happy Hungarian warrioz, the 
effervescent Zolton Ferency, who is chomping at 
the bit for another chance to grab the brass ring 
after a disastrous whirl on the campaign 
merry-go-round as his party’s standard-bearer in 
1966. 

But in early conversations for public action 
about his impending political re-birth, Ferency 
seems to be on wave lengths entirely different 
from Milliken’s. 7 

Ferency somehow figures the campaign for 
governor of Michigan should be conducted on 
national issues. 

‘We've got to get out of Viet Nam, get out of 
the space race, get out of the arms race, and put 
first things first,” Ferency is quoted as saying. 

The nation’s attention, he continues; should be 
focused on solving the problems of poverty, racism 
and pollution. 

Ferency’s wide experience in Michigan 
government and state-level politics means that he 
knows that whoever is governor of Michigan has 
very little to say about how the United States 
conducts itself in Viet Nam. ..about whether we 
follow Spiro Agnew's advice, now that we've 
reached the moon, and now aim for Mars. . about 


what sorts of treaties are negotiated with China or 
Russia about arms and munitions. 

The governor of any of the 50 states carries 
about as much water in these areas as does the 
editor of a small-town weekly newspaper. 

It’s entirely conceivable that Milliken and 
Ferency, if they are the two opponents in the 
November election finale, could mount the same 
platform, expound with vigor for an hour each, 
and come off the stage agreeing completely with 
each other, 


If Ferency follows through on this idea of 
campaigning for governor of Michigan on national 
issues only, then three possibilities come.to mind: 


1, Ferency must figure that Milliken’s record in 
Michigan is so good that he couldn’t improve upon 
it, and therefore must appeal to potential 
supporters on the basis of his approach to national 
issues; or 

2. Ferency may be aiming for acclaim within 
the Democratic party nationally, since his 
positions pretty well coincide with the stands of a 
sizable reform element within the national 
Democratic party, and Ferency conceivably could 
emerge as their national champion; or 

3. He’s rsaning for the wrong office.

Q) Do I have to pay tax on 


A) No, State unemployment 


tax returns. 


Q) Does the new tax law 
affact my 1969 tax return? 


A) It probably will not 
since most of the changes will 
apply to income earned in 
1970. One exception to this is 


‘the suspension of the invest- 


ment credit which is retroac- 
tive to April 18, 1969. Equip- 
ment purchases on or before 
that date qualify for the credit 
while those after that do not. 
Farmers, small businessmen 
and others claiming this credit 
should check with IRS if they 
have any question about how 
to handle this change. Also, 
the due date for filing income 
tax returns for farmers who 
have not filed declarations of 
estimated tax, but went to 
avoid estimated tax penalties, 
is March 2 for this year in- 
stead of February 15. Detailed | 
information on all changes for 
1969 may be obtained by ask- 
ing your local TRS office for a 
free copy of Publication 553, 
Highlights of 1969 Changes in 
the Tax Law. .

an approved plan and deduct 
this on his return. The maxi. 
mum amount that may be de- 
ducted is $2,600, 

This provision of .the law 
can also be used by people who 
have only part-time income 
from self-employment, Up to 
10 percent of their self-em-- 
ployment income may be de- 
ducted when it is invested in 
a retirement plan.

Michigan Oat 
Named For 
AuSable River 


By Willard Bosserman 
County Extension Director 


AuSable is an oat variety de- 
veloped at Michigan State Uni- 
versity, and named for our Au- 
Sable River. 

It is probably the best oat 
variety for Michigan, based on 
yield and test weight trials con- 
ducted by Michigan State Uni- 
versity crop scientists. 

AuSable yielded over 100 bu- 
shels per acre in trials conduct- 
ed in Ingham, Tuscola, and Le- 
nawee counties. It did well at 
the Michigan State University 
experiment station at Lake City 
but yield data Was not available 
at this time. Leyton Nelson, Ex- 
tension Specialist Crop and Soil 


Sciences, told me that AuSable| 


is recommended for northern 
Michigan. Jt has a heavier test

Announces New Guard 
Enlistmenz Program 


The Adjutant General of Mich- 
igan, Major General C. C. 
Schnipke announced today that 
the Michigan National Guard will 
join in a new enlistment pro- 
gram called ‘Try One in The 
Guard.”’ Purpose of the program 
is to build and maintain the 
strength, experience and readi- 
ness of the State’s National 
Guard. 
The program is aimed at at- 
tracting “Quality” personnel — 
quality meaning those with mili- 
tary experience. The prime tar- 
get is the man returning from 
active duty—especially the Viet- 
nam veteran. 

“Try One in The Guard” per- 
mits the ex-serviceman to enlist 
with the same rank he earned 
while on active duty. Another 
feature of the program is that 
the term of enlistment extends 
only one year. The Guard is 
calling the one year enlistment 
a “get acquainted” offer.
